Christmas Fires 
Destroy 2 Homes 


Early morning 
Christmas 
Day fires 


destroyed the home of Mrs. Cora Roberts in 
White's Chapel community on the northwest 
fringe of Corsicana and gutted the Bill 
Thompson home in Richland. 


Main Station Commander B. G. Clay said 


Corsicana firemen responded Tuesday at 12:17 
a.m. to the Richland fire along with volunteers 
from Wortham and Mexia departments, but a 
lack of a water supply other than what was 
carried on the booster trucks handicapped 
efforts to save the house. Cause of the fire was 
not known, Clay said today. 


Comm. Clay said numerous 
Corsicana 


residents thought a series of explosions was 
occurring when a relief or "pop-off" valve on a 
butane tank vented off fumes from the tank's 
overheating from flames of the fire at 3 a.m. 
which destroyed the 10 to 12 room frame home 
of Mrs. Roberts, who was in Memorial Hospital 
at the tune. 


Clay said firemen were told by neighbors 


that Mrs. Roberts had several pet dogs and 
customarily left a heater on for their warmth, 
but it was not determined how the fire began, 
nor did he know if any pets were killed in the 
blaze. 


Firefighters on the duty-shift at the time of 


the blaze told Comm. Clay the house was 
' beyond saving when they arrived on the scene 
with trucks and men from three stations, and 
they didn't lay a fire house back to the nearest 
hydrant near Corsicana High School. 


Firemen used what water they had on their 


truck's booster tanks to cool down the butane 
tank to prevent it from exploding and to save a 
one-room storage building nearby, Clay said. 


The large house was a total loss, Clay said, 


and the loud noises resulting from the butane 
tank's venting its safety valve releasing 
pressures prompted numerous phone calls to 
the fire department from residents who thought 
explosions were occurring. 


Three grass fires also occupied firemen 


Christmas Day; one at 12:40 p.m. at Richland 
along the railroad right-of-way; another at 1:37 
p.m. on the S. 15th Street cut-off near IH 45, and 
a final grass blaze six miles from Corsicana on 
S. Hwy 287 at 2:28 p.m. 
Christmas Tragic 
For Many Texans

Grief supplanted gladness in scores of Texas 


households today because violent death cast a 
pall over their Christmas holidays. 


Although reduced gasoline sales may have 


helped prevent more traffic fatalities, the state 
still counted 45 persons killed on streets and 
highways. Homicides accounted for 15 more 
and there were six fire deaths in an overall 
total of 70. 


The tragic toll covered the period from 6 p.m. 


Friday to midnight Tuesday. 


These were among the latest victims: 
Angelina Soileau, 24, was stabbed to death 


Christmas night after an argument in Bay City. 
A 28-year-old man was being held by police. 


Thelma Gadison, 55, of Port Arthur, was 


killed Christmas night when she was struck by 
a car as she walked along a Port Arthur street. 


An argument with a passenger ended in the 


fatal stabbing Christmas night of Continental 
Trailways bus driver Billy Fred Young, a 
former Texarkana city fireman, aboard the 
moving bus near New Boston in Northeast 
Texas, sheriff's deputies said. Officers sear- 
ched a wooded area in that vicinity today for a 
man accused of the slaying. 


Joseph Green, 67, of Burlington, in Bell 


County, was killed Tuesday as two cars collided 
eight miles south of Temple on Texas 95. State 
police said he was a passenger in one of the 
automobiles. 


Antonio Marquez, 47, of San Antonio was 


found stabbed to death Christmas night in the 
living room of his apartment on the city's east 
side. Police sought a man with whom he was 
reported to have argued outside the apartment. 


Bosque County Sheriff John Baxter, an- 


swering a disturbance call, found Alfred Burns, 
27, of Clifton and Tommy Turner, 28, of 
Arlington beaten to death at a Clifton residence 
early Christmas Day. Officers later arrested 
and charged with murder two men they 
identified as Mexican nationals—Andres 
Martinez and Alvarez Alfonso Hernandez. 


Houston police said Donnie Ray Lewis, 32, 


was shot to death Tuesday during an argument 
with a woman. Officers filed no charges, saying 
the shooting was accidental. 


James Valton Evans, 28, a motel employe, 


was shot and killed Tuesday by a policeman 
staked out in an empty room of a Houston 
motel. Police said Evans was trying to 
burglarize the place. 


Vasquez Castillo, 26, of Houston was shot to 


death and Esmael Juan Vasquez was wounded 
Tuesday by an assailant who eluded police by 
running through a zoo. 


Orlan R. Coleman of San Angelo died 


Christmas afternoon when his car overturned 
, in San Angelo. 


Carl Lewis Jr., 27, of Talco was killed 


Tuesday in a one-car crash 10 miles north of 
Mount Pleasant on U.S. 271. 


Traffic Deaths Run 
Behind Predictions

The four-day Christmas holiday drew to a 


close with traffic fatalities across the nation 
running behind predictions. 


When the counting period came to an end 


at midnight Tuesday, an Associated Press 
survey showed 496 persons had lost their 
lives in highway accidents. 


This compares with a National Safety 


Council estimate made before the holiday 
began that 550 to 650 would die, and that 
figure was scaled down by 50 from what the 
Safety Council would have expected had 
there been no gas shortage. 


A Safety Council spokesman said the 


adjustment was based on the expectation 
that motorists would be fewer in number 
and driving slower. 


The spokesman said, however, that it 


would be several weeks before the Safety 
Council could attempt to pinpoint specific 
causes of the deaths during the holiday 
period between 6 p.m. Friday and midnight 
Tuesday. 
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Still No Oil to U.S. 
Arabs Promise 
Oil Resumption

Japanese and British officials 


thanked the Arab nations today 
for promising them more oil 
but warned that it would not 
end the energy crises in their 
countries. 


The Arab oil ministers an- 


nounced Tuesday at the end of 
a two-day meeting in Kuwait 
that they would restore some of 
the cuts in production ordered 
after the Arab-Israeli war. 


The ministers said the 5 per 


cent cut planned for January 
would be canceled and instead 
production cutbacks now total- 
ing slightly more than 25 per 
cent would be reduced to about 
15 per cent. But they said their 
embargo on all shipments of 
Arab oil to the United States 
and the Netherlands would con- 
tinue unchanged because of 
those countries' continuing sup- 
port of Israel. 


In Washington, the White 


House sai'i • resident Nixon and 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger discussed the Arab 


oil development during a phone 
conversation Tuesday. Neither 
Nixon nor Kissinger had any 
public comment about the de- 
velopment. 


A spokesman for the oil min- 


isters said in Kuwait, "The 
Arab states noted with satisfac- 
tion the new trend in the United 
States toward 
understanding 


the Arab case, and the tenden- 
cy among a large number of 
congressmen and senators to 
understand the reality of the 
Arab problem and the Israeli 
aggression. But this trend is 
not enough for us to call off the 
embargo." 


"Japan and other friendly 


countries including Britain and 
France will be provided with 
their 
needs,"

Arabia's oil minister, Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani.

Nation's Christmas 
Dim, Without War

Christmas 1973 was a holiday 


of more terrorism, less warfare 
and more economic uncertainty 
for the Christian world. 


There also were the tradition- 


al family reunions, feasting, 
gift-giving 
and prayers for 


peace. 


Road travel was light and 


Yule lights dim in many coun- 
tries because of fuel shortages. 


"As he exists, man is not per- 


fect," Pope Paul VI told 30,000 
Romans and tourists Christmas 
Day in St. Peter's Square. "Ex- 
alt man: you will make more 
evident his deficiency, his in- 
completeness, his inner need to 
be saved. We say it once and 
we say it in a word: his need 
for a savior." 


Thousands jammed St. Pe- 


ter's Basilica for Christmas 
Eve and Christmas Day Mas- 
ses. But fewer than 4,000 per- 
sons — the snallest crowd in 
years — made the pilgrimage 
to Bethlehem because of fears 
of Arab terrorist attacks. The 
Israeli government put a heavy 
security guard on the little 
town in occupied Arab territo- 
ry, and there was no violence. 


It was the first Christmas at 


peace for American soldiers in 
12 years, and the first in free- 
dom for American prisoners of 
war from Indochina. The Sky- 
lab 3 astronauts walked outside 
their spacecraft for a better 
view of the comet Kohoutek 
and radioed to earth their hope 
for understanding among all 
men. 


President Nixon and his fami- 


ly spent the day at the White 
House, and the President had a 
telephone conference with Sec- 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger about oil policy. 


A shortage of gasoline and 


urgings by the Nixon adminis- 


tration for Sunday and holiday 
closings shut down all but a 
scattering of service stations 
around the United States. State 
police said most motorists de- 
cided it was better to stay 
home rather than risk running 
out of gas. 


Christmas night was peaceful 


in London and Northern Ireland 
after bomb explosions Christ- 
mas Eve that killed three men 
and wounded 41 men and wom- 
en. On Christmas Day, 200 Bel- 
fast demonstrators battled po- 
lice with fists and rocks, and a 
63-year-old woman was shot in 
the mouth when she was caught 
between British troops and gun- 
men of the Irish Republican 
Army. 


Traffic 
from 
West Berlin 


through the Berlin Wall to East 
Germany was light, but offi- 
cials expected thousands of 
West Berliners to cross today 
to visit relatives in the Commu- 
nist East. Meanwhile, East 
German border guards profited 
from the holiday to repair five 
holes that West Berliners had 
knocked in the wall during the 
year to show their anger at the 
barrier. 


The North Vietnamese News 


Agency said Hanoi Catholics 
"jubilantly celebrated Christ- 
mas against the background of 
a country from which the for- 
eign aggressors had been driv- 
en out." 


The Chilean military govern- 


ment, fearful of terrorist at- 
tacks, enforced • tight security 
for the holiday. Police sources 
said 130 persons were arrested 
in Santiago for violating the 11 
p.m.-5:30 a.m. curfew, and au- 
thorities said one motorist was 
shot and seriously wounded by 
a military patrol when he ig- 
nored orders to halt. 


the Arabs would consider the 
Americans friendly only when 
U. S. efforts produced an Is- 
raeli withdrawal from all Arab 
territories captured in the 1967 
war. 


"It is a great pleasure for us 


that Arab countries have de- 
cided to treat Japan as a 
friendly nation," said Hirotaka 
Mitsuda, the chairman of the 
Japan Oil Federation. 


The minister of international 


trade and industry, Yasuhiro 
Nakasone, said 
despite 
the 


Arabs' action, the government 
would go ahead with a 20 per 
cent cutback in consumption of 
petroleum and electricity by 
major industries on Jan. 1 be- 
cause of the reduction of oil 
shipments in December. But 
later in the day Nakasone's of- 
fice said the cutback was post- 
poned for 10 days while it stu- 
died the new situation. 


The chairman of the Tokyo 


Electric Power Co., Kazutaka 
Kikawada, cited another energy 
crisis factor affecting oil users 
everywhere: the $3.94-a-barrel 
price increase decreed Sunday 
by the Persian Gulf oil states. 
Its purpose is to conserve the 
Arabs' oil reserves without re- 
ducing their income, not to re- 
duce support for Israel.

— Ecuadorian officials say the 
ferry Jambeli had twice as 
many passengers aboard as it 
was licensed to carry when it 
sank, drowning more than 150 
persons. 


At least 142 of the passen- 


gers, mostly market women 
and their children, were res- 
cued or swam ashore after 
Monday's 
disaster 
on 
the 


Guayas River estuary. But au- 
thorities say the number of 
missing still has not been deter- 
mined. 


The old, 95-foot wooden cargo 


vessel was allowed a maximum 
of 150 passengers, and only 84 
were registered for the 75-mile 
trip from Puerto Bolivar to 
Guayaquil. But officials said 
more than 300 persons were 
aboard along with 600 drums of 
butter.

Nueva. 


The newspaper El Telegrafo 


said the sinking was so sudden 
that the captain had no time to 
radio an SOS. 


its closest approach to the sun, 
13.2 million miles on Friday.

Gallatin County and FBI offi- 


cers found a hole slashed in the 
tent she shared with her sister 
and two brothers. FBI agents 
said she apparently was kid- 
naped but no ransom note ever 
has been received. 


No trace of the girl ever was 


found. So far, $14,000 has been 
offered as reward for informa- 
tion about Susan. 


"We still are thinking of her 


as if she is coming back," Mrs. 
Jaeger said. "We are waiting 
for her to come back." 


She said her mother's in- 


tuition tells her Susan still is 
alive.

BOTH Averitt and French are

You can tell there've been 


some changes in the chain of 
command at Navarro Junior 
College by looking in the 
president's office: there's not 
too much of it. 


No file cabinets and book 


cases. No college degrees 
hanging on the wall. There's a 
desk and several chairs, a coat 
rack, maybe a couple of other 
itmes. A picture of Jose Antonio 
Navarro leans, unhung against 
the wall If Jose's age and black 
frock coat weren't showing, he 
could be mistaken for one of the 
NJC students since he's spor- 
ting a moustache, hair down to 
his neck, and a fancy, double- 
breasted vest. 


There's also a Ted Key 


drawing on the wall of two kids 
planting a tree, the admonition 
saying, "Make it a good day. Do 
something you can be proud 
of." 


But there is one thing of 


considerable importance in that 
office-an acting president with 
lots of ideas. He's Lary Reed, 
34, assistant vice-president for 
academic affairs and dean of 
technical arts who was named 
acting 
president 
on 
the 


resignation of mutual consent of 
Dr. Ben Jones. 


There's been considerable 


talk during and after Jones' 
leaving about the goals of the 
1970s being different from those 
of earlier years. As a new 
semester 
approaches, Sun 


staffers have beeen asking 
some of the people connected 
with the college just what those 


> goals should be, and what can 
be done to reach those goals? 
Today's article begins a series 
on their answers. 


College Concept 


To Reed those goals are all 


wrapped up in the community 
college concept he explained to 
the NJC trustees at their last 
ineeing, a concept which the 
board 
endorsed 
en- 


thusiastically. 


"I believe in the community' 


college concept; I believe NJC 
must be a community college.. 
. The only problem is the ex- 
pense of going into it," Reed 
said in an interview last week. 


The seven areas which Reed 


sees as part of the community 
college concept are a transfer 
program, an 
occupational 


educational program, student 
developmental 
services, 


general education-four areas in 
which he feels NJC is doing a 
good job-and three areas where 
he thinks NJC is weak-- 
continuing educational and 
c o m m u n i t y 
services, 


d e v e l o p m e n t a l 
studies 


education and the need of a 
learning resource center. 


"We've got to reach people 


we've never reached before," 
Reed feels. 'We're doing a 
pretty good job of reaching high 
school seniors, although we can 
always do a better job. But 
we've never reached the adults 
in the area." 


Through a community service 


program offering such things as 


real estate ana management 
a " night program he would 
hope NJC could begin such an 
outreach. 


"We've worked up 15-non- 


credit 
community . service 


courses to be offered next 
spring," Reed says. 


Self-Sufficiency 


One positive factor about a 


community services and con- 
tinuing education program is 
that it can be self-sufficient, that 
mean it would pay for itself, 
Reed feels. "But it's difficult; it 
takes proper management," he 
adds. 


The 
acting 
president 


estimates that a community 
service program might bring 
800 people onto the NJC cam- 
pus, an increase of about 500 in 
the number now serviced by 
offerings in this area. 


This would be in addition to, 


the totals announced at the; 
beginning of each semester of 
the number of students taking 
courses for credit, a number 
which has steadily declined 
over the last few years. 


NJC's 
enrollment 
has 


declined from a high of 1,225 for 
the fall semester of 1968-69 to 
the current fall's figure of 967, 
This fall's count of 967 com- 
pared with an enrollment last 
fall of 1,031. 


NJC is pretty well surrounded 


now by colleges in Hillsboro, 
Athens, and all over the Dallas- 
Fort Worth area, a situation 
which has changed from the 
college's earlier years. With all 
the college competition, has 
NJC reached the saturation 
point? Is it getting all the young 
students just out of high school 
it can reasonably expect? 


"No, the night program will 


bring in many more students. 
And so many adults will want to 
take night courses, too," Reed 
affirms. 


He also thinks another part of 


the community college concept 
he proposes, developmental 
studies education, will help 
keep enrollment up. 


This would be a program 


designed for the 18-year-old who 
"needs more help to take 
college courses, help that's not 
here," Reed says. Without the 
help, NJC loses such a student 
at the end of the first semester. 
If there were such a program he 
might stay 
longer, 
Reed 


believes. 


Developmental studies isn't a 


program of remedial courses- 
"dumb-bunny English" and 
"boneheadmath," for instance. 
It's more of a psychological 
approach which "helps develop 
the psychology of learning," the 
acting-president feels. "It would 
help a student develop positive 
self-concepts. He goes into a 
course he doesn't like; it helps 
him to like it. It's not one of 
repeating high school ex- 
periences (of failure)."

is enthusiastic about is the

A motion filed on behalf of the 


Corsicana Independent School 
District asking for additional 
finding of fact concerning the 
school's 
integration 
plan 


dispute with the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
will be reviewed Jan. 17 by 
Administrative Judge Clarence 
S. Fletcher. 


The hearing will be held at 10 


a.m. in the Federal Building in 
Dallas, according to Robert 
Gladney, attorney for the 
Corsicana School District. 


The new finding of fact asked 


for will be based on Judge 
Fletcher's Oct. 4 ruling in favor 
of the school's desegregation 
plan, Gladney said. Judge 
Fletcher will be asked to rule 
whether Peter Holmes of the 
Civil Rights Division of HEW 
acted 
"arbitrarily 
or 


capriciously" in denying the 
school's plan for desegregating 
Lincoln Elementary School. 


"Although the judge held in 


favor of the district, the 
decision was not clear as to 
whether Holmes acted ar- 
bitrarily or capriciously in 
rejecting the plan," Gladney 
said. "It's our contention that 
this matter should be resolved 
by a judge." 


The Judge held that although 


Lincoln School has all black 
children in kindergarten, first 
and second grades, this does not 
constitute a "dual" school 
system. At the time of the 
ruling, the Judge ordered 
continuance of all 
school 


financing, and he dismissed any 
f u r t h e r 
g o v e r n m e n t 


proceedings in the matter, 
Gladney said. 


Thereafter, however, the 


school received notice that 
HEW intended to appeal the 
decision of the administrative 
judge. 


Following the appeal notice, 


representatives of the Cor- 
sicana School traveled to 
Washington to meet with HEW. 
The purpose of that meeting 
was to try to resolve the matter 
on the basis of the energy crisis, 


Gladney said. HEW promised to 
put in writing what alternatives 
it would accept to Corsicana's 
present desegregation plan. 


"We have not heard from 


them to date," Gladney said. 


"The energy crisis is very 


critical as far as our school 
district is concerned," Gladney 


added. He and other school 
spokesman have indicated the 
shortage of gas would make 
busing difficult. 


If the appeal goes further 


than the Jan. 17 Dallas hearing, 
it will go before the Reviewing

The women 
asked a resident of the area, 
Carl Ottson, for directions about 
9 p.m. Wednesday night. 


After leaving Ottson, the two 


again became lost and ended up 
on a dead-end road. While 
trying to turn around, they 
became stuck in the mud 
created by recent rains. 


Miss Clonch was found at 11 


a.m. Thursday by a man (name 
unavailable) who was hunting 
with hounds in the area. She 
was lying next to the car and 
nearly frozen, the Ellis County 
sheriff's deputy reported. 


The body of Mrs. Billingsley 


was found one-half mile from 
the car by Herman Hamm, a 
resident of the Ferris area. Mrs.

S. Viet Copter Shot Down 


SAIGON, South Vietnam 


(AP) 
— Communist gunners 


shot down a South Vietnamese 
transport helicopter Christmas 
Day, killing nine soldiers and 
wounding 36, military sources 
said today. 


The sources said the helicop- 


ter was hit by machine-gun and 
small arms fire as it was land- 
ing at Tohg Le Chan military 
base 60 miles north of Saigon. 


Aboard were six crewmen 


and 45 militiamen sent to rein- 
force the base, which has been 
cut off by road since last 
March. 


It was the third government 


ircraft reported lost in four 
days, but only the crash Tues- 
day was blamed on enemy ac- 
tion. 


The Saigon military com- 


mand announced that a twin- 
engine AC47 gunship crashed 
Christmas Eve because of me- 
chanical failure 35 miles south 
of Da Nang and all 12 persons 
aboard were killed.

Nixon Ponders 
Oil Situation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon and Soviet Am- 
bassador 
Anatolyn Dobrynin 


met today, apparently to dis- 
cuss the Middle East situation. 


The veteran Soviet envoy was 


ushered into Nixon's office at 
midmorning where he joined 
the President and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger "to 
talk about general foreign pol- 
icy matters," White House spo- 
kesman Gerald L. Warren said. 


The meeting was not an- 


nounced in advance. 


Indications were that the dis- 


cussion was focusing on the 
Middle East situation and on 
Arab-Israeli peace talks in Gen- 
eva. The United States and the 
Soviet Union are joint sponsors 
of the Geneva conference. 


Nixon interrupted his fami- 


ly's 
Christmas 
celebration 


Tuesday to hold a 30-minute 
telephone conversation with 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger on the Mideast situ- 
ation. 


They reviewed the Arab deci- 


sion and its impact on the U.S. 
Middle East policy and the 
energy crisis, Deputy White 
House Press Secretary Gerald 
L. Warren said. 


Warren said neither the Pres- 


ident nor Kissinger had public 
comment on the announcement 
in Kuwait by the Arab oil pro- 
ducers. 


The Arab states said that the 


United States remains too 
friendly with Israel and must 
do without Arab oil. 


At the same time, they said 


production levels will be in- 
creased "10 per cent above the 
present level, and Japan and 
other friendly countries, in- 
cluding France and Britain, 
will be provided with their oil 
needs." 


A spokesman for the Arab oil 


ministers said the Arabs would 
judge Americans as friends 
only when the U.S. peace- 
making efforts in the Middle 
East produce a withdrawal 
from all Arab lands captured 
by Israel since the 1967 Arab- 
Israel war.

Turkey Mourns Death 
of President Inonu 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 


Turkish flags flew at half staff 
today in memory of Ismet In- 


onu, 
the country's elder states- 


man. 


Inonu, 89, who served as 


president, premier and foreign 
minister during his long politi- 
cal career, died at his home 
Tuesday. He had been confined 
to bed since suffering a heart 
attack 10 days ago. 


The date of the funeral was 


not announced immediately, 
but the government said Inonu 
would be buried alongside the 
mausoleum of Kemal Ataturk, 
his leader in the Young Turks' 
revolt after World War I and 
the founder of the Turkish re- 
public. 


Inonu was Ataturk's premier 


in 1923-24 and from 1925 to 1937. 
Upon Ataturk's death in 1938 
Inonu succeeded him as presi- 
dent. 


He kept Turkey neutral in 


World War II, then lined up 
with the Western bloc because 
the Soviet Union was demand- 
ing territory and control of the 
Turkish Strait. 


He authorized the country's 


first genuinely free elections in 
1950, 
but lost and was swept out 


of power by the Democrat par- 
ty. 


A decade later, Inonu re- 


turned to power as premier of 
a coalition government in 1961. 
He smashed coup attempts in 


1962 
and 1963 and stayed in of- 


fice until 1964 despite two cabi- 
net overthrows that required 
him to put together new coali- 
tions. 


Inonu's career in active poli- 


tics ended in mid-1971 when a 
democratic 
socialist 
faction 


won control of the Republican 
People's party that he had 
founded. Inonu resigned as 
chairman of the party and en- 
tered the senate. 


Inonu is survived by his wid- 


ow and three children. 


Six Arrested 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


antiwar demonstration outside 
the White House resulted in the 
arrest of six persons on Christ- 
mas Day. 


Police said they charged two 


with unlawful entry after they 
scaled a fence in front of the 
executive mansion and arrested 
the other four on disorderly 
conduct charges as they tried 
to chain themselves to the 
fence. 


Guerrillas Seized in Paris 


PARIS (AP) - Police an- 


nounced today the arrests of 13 
supporters of Palestine 
and 


Turkish guerrilla movements 
who were said to be preparing 
for terrorist attacks in Europe 
before the end of the year. 


Police said they seized a 


cache of arms and explosives, 
including books hollowed out 
for use as letter bombs. 


Those arrested 
were 10 


Turks, including two women, 
and two Palestinians and one 
Algerian, police said without 
further identifying them. 


Police sources said the 10 


Turks were members of the 
Turkish 
Popular 
Liberation 


Front, and the three Arabs said 
they belonged to the Palestine 
Popular Liberation Front. 


The arrests were made Dec. 


20 after an automobile equipped 
for 
smuggling 
arms 
was 


stopped at the Italian border. 
First reports said that the car 
had entered France from Italy 
with two Palestinian men and 
one unidentified woman aboard. 


The car was stopped at the 


Modane frontier post as it was 
heading to Italy with only one 
Palestinian in it. And the secret 
caches used for the transport of 


arms were empty, the sources 
said. 


Investigations led police to a 


villa in the Essonne district 
southwest of Paris where gre- 
nades and explosives were 
found, together with equipment 
to make bombs and false iden- 
tity cards and passports, the 
sources said. 


The sources said the villa had 


been rented several months ago 
to be used as a relay point and 
dormitory for the terrorists. 


The 
sources 
said 
Eight 


Turks, including the two wom- 
en, were inside the villa when 
police came. Two other Turks 
and the three Arabs were ar- 
rested a few hours later in 
Paris. 


The Turkish and Palestine 


popular liberation fronts were 
said to "work closely together 
and to have identical aims." 


A court in Corbeil, the capital 


of the Essonne district, said the 
men had been turned over to it 
for investigation. 


The arrests were reported 


made by the Direction de Sur- 
veillance du Territoire, the 
French counterespionage agen- 
cy, but it refused to make any 
statement.

Mao Healthy on 80th Birthday 


TOKYO (AP) - Chairman 


Mao Tse-tung is 80 today and is 
reported in good health despite 
years of personal privation, po- 
litical struggle and arduous 
work. 


Mao was expected to spend 


the day quietly, receiving a few 
friends. Bowing to his own 
wishes, China does not hold 
public celebrations of his birth- 
days. Congratulatory messages 
were reported received from Le 
Duan and Kim II Sung, the 
heads of the North Vietnamese 
and North Korean Communist 
parties. 


The report on Mao's physical 


condition comes from Japanese 
correspondents in Peking. Al- 
though he has not been seen at 
large public events since the 
10th 
Communist Party Con- 


gress in August, he has met a 
number of foreign leaders since 
then. 


Mao attributes his sound con- 


stitution to youthful enthusiasm 
for physical culture. He and a 
few friends often took long 
hikes in midwinter, naked from 
the waist up, which they called 
"wind baths." 


Mao was ill for a few months 


following his 1945 negotiations 
with Chiang in Chungking, but 
there have been no reports of 
serious sicknesses since then. 
With age he has given up some 
of the peppery dishes of his na- 
tive Hunan province. But asso- 
ciates say he continues to 
smoke small cigars. 


Associates say Mao, a pro- 


digious writer, spends much of 
his time now reading. They re- 
port he makes halting attempts 
to learn the rudiments of Eng- 
lish, the language used by 
many of the chiefs of state he 
receives.

While lamentable, the ig- 


norance is understandable. 
Harold Mashburn has other 
things to think about than 
politics. Twenty-seven years 
old, married, children, he is 
jobless, broke, unskilled, 
fulureless and living here, in 
this isolated mountain com- 
m u n i t y , under conditions 
more suitable for cattle. 


Watergate? The energy 


crisis? War again in the Mid- 
dle East? While much of 
America concerns itself with 
the alarming complexities of 
events this winter, Mashburn 
must worry about simpler 
problems. His teeth are rot- 
ting, his children are ill 
clothed, he lives in a shack 
that leans with the wind. As 
Tennessee t e m p e r a t u r e s 
begin to dip, he cannot worry 
about San Clemente so much 
as the prospect of his family 
using outdoor plumbing in a 
free/e. 


And he is not alone. Snake 


Hollow is a brief valley bet- 
ween a mountain and a ridge 
in northeastern Tennessee, 
resembling nothing so much 
as Snuffy Smith country with- 
out the gags, and perhaps 200 
people live here in funda- 
mental privation. Dog dung 
lies on broken porches, win- 
dows are patched w i t h 


cardboard, there is a one 
room schoolhouse heated by 
an ancient coal stove. Nobody 
starves, says a resident, but 
otherwise there isn't much 
optimism. 


Ironically, Snake Hollow 


was once part of the major 
complexities with which 
much of America concerns it- 
self. During the ballyhooed 
War on Poverty of the '60s, 
Appalachian communities 
such as this were front-page 
news, as c i t i z e n s and 
authorities alike pledged to 
bring all U.S. citizens into 
20th-century affluence. 


Unfortunately, the atten- 


tion was short lived. Poverty 
cannot compete with Water- 


gate for the public interest. 
Says a spokesman for the 
Federal Office of Economic 
Opportunity: 
lfOur fight has faded. Help- 


ing the poor is no longer 
chic." 


At least it is no longer high 


priority. The OEO itself has 
been massively wounded by 
official neglect (President 
Nixon proposed its disban- 
donment two years ago) and 
has no more than a year to 
live. Other poverty programs 
are suffering almost equally; 
in Tennessee, virtually un- 
noticed among the welter of 
other depressing world news, 
it has been announced that up 
to 40,000 people are due to be 
chopped from the welfare 


rolls, among them 2,800 poor 
and disabled children being 
cut from day care and special 
education classes. 


It's not that poor people are 


being entirely forgotten. The 
H e a l t h , E d u c a t i o n a n d 
Welfare Department says 
that taxpayers still spend 
about $1.7 billion a month to 
assist 14.7 million under- 
privileged or afflicted U.S. 
citizens (most of them — 11 
million people — classified as 
elderly, blind, disabled or 
children). And it's not that 
progress hasn't been made; in 
1960, according to state 
figures, 33 per cent of Ten- 
nessee's population was con- 
sidered poor, while today the 
total is only 21 per cent. 


But the poverty focus is 


just not there anymore. 
Partly because the United 
States has turned to other 
emergencies such as corrup- 
tion on high and alarming 
fuel shortages. But also be- 
cause, as the OEO spokesman 
says: "I think we all overs- 
tated the poverty case in the 
1960s. We indicated that with 
a little bit of razzledazzle 
we'd wipe it out forever. It 
just can t be done so simply." 


One reason it can't, it has 


been learned, is that-often 
times the poor 
themselves 


resist help. As right here in 
Snake Hollow. Pride knows 
no economic level and the 
mountain people resent the 


snooping and alterations that 
accompany 
bureaucratic 


assistance. Indeed, the back- 
lash has been precisely pre- 
dictable: "We ain't like out- 
siders say," grumps a Snake 
Hollow man, "we get along 
all right here." 


Actually, in some ways the 


people of Snake Hollow (they 
are a copper colored, inbred 
group called Mulungeons, 
origin unknown) do get along. 
That is to say they manage. 
They help each other, they in- 
sist on certain rules of con- 
duct, a few have managed to 
get steady jobs and build 
sturdy homes. Also, their 
land is lovely. And as for 
being backward, 
resident 


Gillis Harvey says: 


"Sometimes I think there's 


too much learning. I've got 
TV but it's confusing. The 
President says one thing, the 
Congress says another, and, 
well, I get so I don't know who 
to believe." 


Yet the general situation 


here, that of people living 
from hand to mouth, is no less 
deplorable in 1973 than it was 
in 1963. Hancock, the county 
surrounding Snake Hollow, is 
the poorest in the state; 
authorities believe that of 
7,000 county residents 4,200 
earn less than $4,300 a year 
and live in substandard 
homes. And Snake Hollowites 
have it even worse: Residents 
say large families live here 
with no work, no welfare — 


a n d c o n s i d e r i n g 
t h e 


diminishing profile of the 
poor they may have no hope 
either. 


Hope'.' For poor people that 


is very often something 
others 'make possible. And 
this w i n t e r , as problems 
escalate everywhere, there 
seems to be a shortage of it at 
all levels. 


"Used to be a lot of people 


come in here and look 
around." says Curtis Bell, age 
74, leaning on a pair ot 
crutches. "Now they all stay 
in Washington, 1 guess. Can t 
blame them. From what I 
hear it may be things are 
almost as bad there these 
days as they are here."

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Energy Shortage Bringing Opportunity to the Small, Independent Oil Wildcatters

ONEID\,Tenn. -(NEA)- 


The news that Irvin Vawter 
has set up an oil-drilling rig 
in Elk Valley has not caused 
much excitement around 
here. Even in the midst of the 
energy crunch the explora- 
tion merits only a few lines in 
the local press. "Oil?" says a 
local, "that damn Irvin never 
gives up does he?" 


It's not that residents ex- 


pect Vawter to fail. He proba- 
bly will not. It's just that how- 
ever many geysers he brings 
in, they won't amount to 
much. "This ain't East Texas, 
brother, the only oil we got in 
this state is in^ cans from 
somewhere else." 


To be sure, Tennessee is not 


oil country. Even in the few 
exploration areas, granite 
underlies the surface at 1,- 
700-1,800 feet. And, unhap- 
p i l y , the world has no 
petroleum lakes at that brief 
depth. 


But what oil there is, a few 


thousand barrels a day, is 
largely Irvin Vawter's doing. 
It was he who discovered 
commercial crude here in 
1969. 
It is he, at 76 years of 


age, who stubbornly con- 
tinues to spud holes in the 
ground in the relentless 
belief - not a bad one in 
these times - that "every lit- 
tle bit counts." 


Vawter is a wildcatter. A 


small-time personification of 
the kind of independent, in- 


dividual speculator who cre- 
ated the powerful but no 
longer so assured U.S. oil em- 
pire. A half-dozen giants may 
control the oil industry, but 
adventurers like Vawter 
made it possible. Two-thirds 
of all oil discovery in 
America has been made on 
the independent level. 


And, says Vawter, it hasn't 


been easy. Big-time wildcat- 
ting has long been fraught 
with risk, both physical and 
financial. In the old days, oil 
riggers were regularly wiped 
out by exploding gas. And to- 
day the momentary con- 
sideration has become so 
acute (the average oil well 
costs about $100,000 to drill; 
one in Alaska ran to $5.9 mil- 


lion before completion) that 
few small operators survive. 


Actually, big operators 


h a v e also h a d t h e i r 
difficulties in wildcattmg. A 
fellow named D.H. Byrd, 
years ago. was nicknamed 
''Dry Hole after drilling 56 
failures in a row. And in 1930 
a wildcatter named Colum- 
bus Marion Joiner dis- 
covered the largest known oil 
reserve in the world at the 
time — the East Texas field 
— only to succumb to busi- 
ness pressures and die broke 
14 years later. 


Even on the small scale, 


says Vawter, the risks con- 
tinue to be gigantic. He says 
dropping $15,000 in a dry hole 
;'is nothing." Drilling prices 


for shallow wells, non-union, 
have risen from $1 to $7 a 
foot. 


And help? 
"God, 
the help is a big wor- 


ry. The good workers are all 
in the factories so a lot of the 
people I hire are pickup. You 
can t imagine what some of 
the part-timers will do. They 
get sick and don't show up, 
they get other jobs and 
decide to leave in the middle 
of the day. It's hard getting 
anything done dealing with 
this kind of labor." 


Still, Vawter manages. In 


fact, he's been managing for 
63 years. He started oil 
wildcatting when he was 13, 
"as a matter of self preserva- 
tion." At 21, he sank his first 


successful well. He has no 
idea how many wet ones he's 
spudded in since, but esti- 
mates at least 800 in the last 
quarter century alone. 


Currently, Vawter is get- 


ting oil from 28 wells, all in 
northwest Tennessee — "not 
much, maybe 
four, five 


hundred barrels a day." He 
says he could get more, but 
taxes would confiscate the 
profits. 


Even with the taxes, 


Vawter is considering an in- 
crease in his small produc- 
tion. He says he has several 
hundred stripper 
wells 


drilled but plugged in several 
states. Strippers, he says, are 
wells that produce only a few 


barrels a day - less than 10. 
For years the strippers have 
been unprofitable to work, 
but now, as an emergency 
m e a s u r e . Congress h a s 
removed price controls from 
stripper wells, and so Vawter 
and others like him may open 
the piddlers back up. In total, 
actually, the strippers are far 
from piddling; they could 
make up 12 per cent of all 
U.S. oil production. 


And actually, Vawter may 


decide to increase his pro- 
duction in general. And he 
expects others to do the same. 
The price of crude has risen 
rapidly here in recent months 
and Vawter expects it to hit 
$5 a barrel hv the first of the 
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year. If so, he says, expect an 
increase in old time wildcat- 
ting. Like the Western "gold 
rush" earlier this year (when 
the world price of gold rose to 


$120 an ounce), "everybody's 
gonna get into the act." 


Maybe. But old time pros 


like Vawter wouldn't recom- 
mend it for the amateurs. 
These days, as a small-time 
wildcat, one has almost to be 
able to smell the glory. 


Says Vawter: "1 don't use 


geologists or engineers or 
any fancy figuring. 1 do the 
exploring with my own eyes. I 
look for rock formations and 
faults (cleavage lines in the 
earth). I've drilled for wells 
merely after looking at the 
earth where highways have 
been cut through hills." It 
t a k e s e x p e r i e n c e , says 
Vawter, as well as cash. 


It also takes luck. And 


Vawter has had varying 
degrees of it. A millionnaire 
for the third time, he's been 
broke twice. "So down," he 
says, "my rear end showed 
through the wear in my 
pants. 
Well past retirement 


age, he knows it could hap- 
pen again. 


But he d o e s n ' t care. 


Vawter says he can't quit in 
times like this. Had he his 
way, he'd let "The Israelis go 
into Cairo" and ease the 
energy crisis that way. Short 
of that, however, he'll go on 
putting holes into his country 
until he dies — or until 
there's not enough energy left 
to run his inquisitive bit.

he done in bringing Houston 
into compliance with the fair 
housing section of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1968," said Mrs. 
I,aura Keever, president of the 
Houston league. 


Forms of discrimination dis- 


covered in the survey, the 
league said, included rental 
agreement, leases, deposits and 
"other ploys such as steering 
minority persons to internally 
segregated 
sections 
of 
the 


apartment complex." 


Mrs. 
Keever said results 


were obtained by sending a 
black, 
white 
and 
Mexican- 


American league member to 
the various apartments at thir- 
ty-minute intervals. 


According to the survey, the 


primarily black south central 
area of the city showed the 
highest rate of discrimination. 
The survey charged that seven 
of the 11 apartment complexes 
surveyed 
showed 
dis- 


crimination, primarily against 
Mexican-Americans.

forming the duties of judge of 
the juvenile court." 


Judge Nicholson said this 


ruling does not eliminate county 
compensation for additional 
juvenile services rendered by 
the juvenile judge. He said he 
believes the juvenile judge's 
compensation should be equal 
to that of other elected county 
officials. 


The county's juvenile judge 


has never received an increase 
in compensation above 1963's 
annual salary of $4,000, Judge 
Nicholson said, while other 
elected 
officials 
have 


progressed from $7,200 that 
year to their present $10,800. 


The District Judge said he 


believes the juvenile judge's 
compensation would have been 
increased 
with the 
other 


salaries if the original $4,000 
pay had been handled dif- 
ferently. He noted the salary 
was set in a "local bill" passed 
by the legislature without the 
knowledge of the Navarro 
County Commissioners' Court. 


JUDGE NICHOLSON said 


this action happened "behind 
the commissioners' backs," and 
may have influenced later 
commissioners' courts to refuse 
salary increases for the juvenile 
judge's duties. He concluded he 
has, since taking office in 1971, 
inherited a bad situation and is 
trying to correct it. 


Comm. Hargrove said his 


research shows the present 
juvenile judge's salary is "in 
line with counties around" 
Navarro 
County. For this 


reason, Hargrove said he op- 
posed an increase, although 
Judge Nicholson has "done a 
good job" and is "doing a good 
job." 
Comm. Simmons agreed. 


(jomm. Penney said ne op- 


poses an increase because he 
feels the citizens would not 
approve it. Noting he always 
tries to consider the wishes of 
his constituents when making 
this type of decision—as Comm. 
Simmons had previously stated 
to be his policy—Comm. Penney 
said, "I do not want to be tarred 
and feathered this close to 
Christmas, so I'm against it. 
(the pay increase)" 


Judge Nicholson told the 


commissioners he would not 
have requested the increase if 
he did not believe it is justified. 
He concluded, however, that he 
considers the commissioners' 
decision final in the matter.
